Annuities -Scheme 


The teachers in the public schools 
must, as a rule, themselves provide 
against the day when their age or 
infirmities will demand their retire- 
ment from their profession, and 
many, it is understood are alive to 
this fact ani are taking advantage 
of the provisions of the Government 
Annuities scheme to secure a com- 
petency for later years. The num- 
ber doing so is perhaps small in 
proportion to the large number en- 
gaged in teaching, but it mvst be 
borne in mind that the Arnuities 
idea is new, and that the attention 
of the school teachers has only been 
recently specially directed to it. 
Many might follow the example of 
a woman inone of our cities. She 
was 43 years of age, had no heir, 
and her salary over and above her 
weekly expenditures was laid away 
to keep her in the days when the 
shadows began te lengthen. She 
had saved $1,000. It was drawing 
8 per cent compound interest, or 


increasing at a little better than $30, 


a year. She heard of the Govern- 
ment Annuities scheme, and she 
immediately transferred her $1,000 
to the Government on account of 
the purchase of an Annuity payable 
at age 60, Having no heirs she 
purchased on Pian “’B,’’ and the 
Annanity which a payment of 
1000 dollars secured for her at 60 
at 222 dollars and 60c. But shortly 
after her 1000 dollars had been paid 
to the Goverument she became an 
invalid and was totally incapaci- 
tated from performing her duty, 
Her ease came under the provision 
of the Act which prouides that if 
invalidity or disablement occurs a 
pearson, if he or she has paid in 


\ sufficient to sccure an Annuity of 


not less than $50, may draw the 
Annulty though then whder 55 
years of age. The payment which 
she had made given her an Annuity 
of $69.67 so long as she may live.

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CHANGES IN THE TARIFF 


RESULT OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE UNITED STATES 


Important Changes Effected in the 
Tariff Between United States and 
Canada—Many Articles on the Free 
List—Is Described as an Agree- 
ment and Not a Treaty—Can Be 
Changed If Found Unsatisfactory. 


Ottawa.—Hon, Wm. Fielding, min- 
ister of finance, in reporting the result 
of the trade negotiations which have 
been conducted at Washington, stated 
that the negotiations had resulted in 
an understanding, and the minister 
hoped the country would join in say- 


States were gainers. 

Mr. Fielding said that there was no 
tredty, that it was a legislation act 
of Canada, and that it could be 
changed at any time. 

He said there was a iarge free list, 
mostly of natural products. They had 
arranged that wheat which was free 
in Canada would also be free in the 
United States. On another list of 
articles there would be a similar rate 
of duty imposed by both countries. 

One schedule shows the rate which 
the United States would impose on 
Canadian goods, and another schedule 
shows that which the Canadian gov- 
ernment will impose on the United 
States products. The ideas of reci- 
procity are right through the arrange- 
ments, although there is no treaty. 

Mr. Borden asked if there was no- 
thing in the nature of a treaty now, 
how was this to be done? 

Mr. Fielding said that there was not 
a treaty, and they were not binding 
in this case. It rested on genera 
confidence, general good will and gen- 
eral feeling that this was for the bene- 
fit. of both countries, 

As an illustration, Canada’s reduc- 
tion on wheat was 12 per cent, and the 
United States’ reduction was 25, per 
cent, in order tq reach a common 
basis. 

C. CG. Owen: “What will be the duty 
on our wheat going into the United 


States?’’ 
Mr. Fielding; ‘‘Nothing; not a 
cent.” (Loud cheers.) 


The minister. continued: Barley is 
free also. Canada’s reduction is 15 
cents a bushel. The United States’ 
reduction is 30 cents. 

Potatoes are.now free. Canada’s re- 
duction is 20 cents a bushel, and the 
United States 25 cents a bushel. Oats 
are free. Canada’s reduction is 10 
cents. and the United States’ reduc- 
tion is 15 cents a bushel. 

Flour is now dutiable at the com- 
mon rate of 50 cents per barrel. 

Rough and sawn lumber is made 
free. It was already free in Canada. 
It becomes free to lumbermen and 
manufacturers in Canada. 

It has always been a grievance, par- 
ticularly in Ontario, that the duty on 
coal bore heavily on the people. So 
with flour. The duty on flour has 
been reduced 10 cents, and the duty 
on coal reduced 8 cents. 

Coal people will have to bear a cut 
of 8 cents in’ duty, namely, from 53 
cents to 45. Slack coal is ‘subject to 
a duty of 15 cents on all kinds. 

Coke is now made free in the United 
States as well as in Canada. British 
Columbia friends will be glad to hear 
that, for the province is largely in- 
terested in this item. 

In some Gases we have had some 
small reductions on manufactured ar- 
ticles, but the reductions are small. 
The reduced rates of duty will open 
up new possibilities to our manufac- 
turers, and will be able through this 
to send goods into the United States. 
As an illustration, take wire rods; free 
in Canada, while the United States 
has a duty. We have stipulated these 
shall be free in the United States 
also, and will now have a chance for 
making: these for Uncle Sam. 

The farmers of the West must be 
prepared to take their burden with 
the rest. There is a reduction, but 
these have not been made free. We 
have now a- 17 1-2 per cent, list of 
agricultural implements, including 
mowers, reapers, harvesters, and we 
propose to cut that to 15 per cent. 

Paper and pulp changes took up 
some time, as the United States people 
were anxious for these changes. In 
newsprint, pasteboard, pulp of vari- 
ous kinds and common paper of all 
kinds up to four cents a pound, we 
were anxious for free trade. They 
agreed if the pulp regulation in the 
provinces could be removed. We had 
no control over the provinces, and 
had but one answer, of course. 

‘We will not agree to make these 
free until the Canadian provinces will 
take off their regulations,” they said. 
We told them that this was no good 
to us, but that is where matters stand, 

We have thought it necessary to get 
an agreemnt, that on both sides there 
should be no vexatious regulations in- 
terfering with the smoothness of the 
agreement, and by the regulation 
should either Canada or the United 
States interfere, the other country re- 
serves the right to be able to protest, 
and thus there is machinery for hav- 
ing all objectionable department regu- 
lations modified and removed. 

One other question had relation to 
fish. Canada has never enjoyed the 


rivilege of sending fish into the 
nited States free. There were some

O the artist or sculptor the nose 

is an architectural! affair, add- 

| ing beauty and distinction to 

the countenance accordingly 

as it conforms to his ideals of line and 
.barmony. 

To the average man the nose is sim- 
ply the organ of smell and an appa- 
ratus through which he breathes and 
occasionally catches cold. 

To the physician the nose ts one of 
the most important organs of the body, 
When fn a healthy condition it is a 
veritable “guardian of the threshold,” 
warning us against taluted food, sift 
ing our air and destroying microbes of 
disease, protecting the delicate throat 


and lung tissue from cold, dusty air | 
by filtering, warming and molstening | 


it and finally exerting a ‘most impor- 
tant influence in regulating the body 
heat, 


importance of Proper Breathing. 

The nose is a very comlicated and 
important apparatus, anil any dis- 
turbance of its functions if allowed 
to persist, is likely to have serious ef- 
fects. 

The most frequent cawse of nasal 
obstruction 'is the growth of adenoid

tissue in the roof of the throat just 


behind the nasal septum. This not 
only obstructs the nasui opening into 
the throat, but foterferes with the 
proper growth of the septum and 
causes a deformitz, “devintion of the 
septum,” which ks mot apparent ex- 
terually, but often seriously obstructs 
the nasal passages in later life. This 
adenoid tissue is very common, even 
among healthy ch'idren, and tends to 
shrink up and Cisappear when the 
‘ cavity of the threat rapidly enlarges 
at the age of puberty, but the deform- 
ed septum remairs and cap only be 
corrected by operftion. 

The folly of allowing ndenoids to re 
main until they atrophy and disappear 
is quite apparent, Nvt only is the 
child’s breathing\capacity and chest 
development reta‘ded, but remote ill 
‘effects reaching ‘nto later life often 
supervene if the chili is fortunate 
enough to survive the perils of fre 
quent colds, brorvhifis and consump. 
tion. It should be re*nembered that 
if the nose is obrtrueté] by ndenoids.

The wuco-puru‘ent Aischarze from 
the nose so fredevautly present when 
adenoids exist is also likely to Infect

If the nose and throat have not been 
properly cared fae tp childhood and 
defurmity of the ¢*ptum or obstruction 
from other causes exiat' expert advice 
should be sought and proper ousal 
breathing restored {{ powible, 

The tonsils are COW regarded as use- 
less and often dfngersan structures. 
They should be removed, ax a rule, 
when adenvids are takev out and expe 
cially when there w® a Sistory of fre 
quent sore throat or fonnilitis, Kn- 
larged tonsils are natufally irritating 
and obstructive, bat often vot so dup 
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gerour as amalier adherent or submerg- 
ed tonsils, which collect germs and in- 
fectious matter. It is now believed 
that such tonsila are often responsible 
for attacks of rheumatic fever, and » 
history of such trouble should always 
call for removal of the.tonstla, whether 
or not they bave shown any evidence 
of disease. 


Prevention of “Colds.” 

The most sérious diseases of the 
throat and lungs, including consump- 
tion, often have their inception in a 
common cold 

While nearly all diseases of the air 
passages ure directly caused by germs, 


there must usually be present a lack 
of resistance, either general or local, 
before germs can give rise to disease. 
In some cases a tendency to colds is 
the expression of a constitutional con- 
dition, such as gout, rheumatism, neuv- 


rasthenia, etc. These conditions should | 


always be sought for and properly 
treated if present. 

Local lack of resistance may be 
caused by the nasal obstruction and ir- 
ritation I have already referred to, and 
their correction is necessary before 
permanent relief from colds can be ob- 
tained. 

Dangers of Pampering. 

Overdressing for cold weather and 
overheated living rooms are often re- 
sponsible for frequent colds. Medium 
weight underweur should be worn and 
the outer clothing adapted to changes 
in the weather. This does not mean 
that we should leave off overcoats in 
the winter time and be uncomfortably 
chilly in an endeavor to harden the 
system, Old people especially should 
dress for comfort in cold weather, but 


| comfort can be had without wearing 


heavy mufflers around the neck and 
heavy. fur garments in ordinary winter 
weather. 

Value of Bathing. 

The morning cold bath is a valuable 
measure for cultivating a resistance to 
colds. This should be taken in a warm 
room, and if the bather is not robust 
be should stand in a tub of hot water 
and sponge or spray the body with 
water sufficiently cold to cause an 
agreeable glow or reaction after the 
first shock. but not cold enough to 
cause bluenexs of the skin or chilli- 
ness and depression following the 
bath. Rubbing vigorously with a 
coarse towel will hasten the reaction 
and improve the circulation. When 
the cold bath cannot be borne, coo! 
sponging of neck and chest will prove 
beneficial and protective. 


importance of Ventilat'on. 

The sleeping room should be well 
ventilated, but the sleeper should be 
protected from drafts. The tem 
perature of the living room should 


. Never rise above 70 degrees F.; 66 to 


68 degrees ix the safest point. Dry 
nears of the uir should be avoided by 
Bepplying Moisture. A pan of water 
placed on the stove or cloths satu, 
rated with water and placed near radi 
ators will upxwer the purporxe if 
there is no furnace witb a water reser 
voir attached. : 

Avoid dust and dampness in thr 
house. 5 

Avoid heavy upholstery, curtain 
hangings, carpets, etc., which only 
serve to gather dust and germs 
Stained or polixbed floors, rugs and 
light washable curtains are far more 
bealthful. 


Toilet of Nose and Throat. 

Great caution must be exercixed In 
interfering with the natural process- 
ex in the nose, Frequent douching 
and spraying with antiseptic solutions 
is often very irritating and injurious 
In some old standing cases’ of catarrh 
the nasal douche is necessary, but its 
use should be directed by a physician. 
The careless uxe of the douche may 
lead to infection of the ear. When a 
cleansing spray or douche ix neces- 
sary, the following should be employ. 
ed in preference to strong antixeptic 
solutions or advertised catarrh cures; 

To a pint of warm water aad one 
teaspoonful of a powder composed of 
equal parts of sodium bicarbonate, so- 
dium biborate and sodium chloride. 
This may be uxed warm in ap ato- 
mizer when the nose is dry and crus- 
ty or clogged with soot and dust, 

In blowing the nose, especially after 
a douche or spray bas been used, close 
one nostril and blow with moderate 
foree throvgh the .other. ‘The usual 


metod of partially closing both nostrils | 


and forcibly blowing often causes in- 
fectious matter to be blown into the 
ears. After using a nasal douche ex 
posure to the open air should be avoid. 
ed for at least balf an hour, as the 
nose has been deprived of its protec- 
tive mucus and time is necessary for 
the mucus to reform. If an oil spray 
is used following the douche this pre 
caution is not necessary. 

When the nostrils are irritated or 
indamed from discharges, and especial. 
ly if there is any ulceration, the ordi- 
nary official ointment of the yellow 
oxide of mercury is an excellent prep- 
aration for use. It may be diluted with 
au equal part of vaseline. This prep- 
aration is cheaper and safer thau ad- 
vertined salves or nostruma. 

Abserption of poisonous matter from 
the intestines, due to constipation, is a 
frequent cause of ‘nasal congestion. 
Care of the bowels is extremely impor- 
tant as a preventive measure.

ed. Quack remedies are dangerous. Re- 
member that the brain is in close re- 
lationship with the nose and its acces- 
sory cavities and that inflammation 
and infection of these cavities, if not 
recognized in time, may lead to abscess. 
“Cold cures” often mask the symptoms 
without curing the disease. Heavy 
doses of whisky and quinine often do 
more harm than good, 

ln emergencies when a physician is 
not within call the following measures 
will often check a cold: 

First.—A mustard foot bath as hot 
as can be borne, lasting twenty to thir- 
ty minutes, the body being enveloped 
in blankets to induce a profuse per- 
spiration. Hot lemonade, hot flaxseed 
tea er ten to thirty drops of spirits of 
camphor in a giass of hot water will 
assist the action of the bath, 

Second.—A brisk cathartic, us castor 
oll, calomel, etc, 

Third.—The neck and chest should 
be rubbed with camphorated oil or 
liquid mustard plaster. ‘ 

Further than this the treatment of 2 
cold is in the province of a physician.

Towards Canada. 

Obed Smith, the Dominion Emigra- 
tion Commissionér in London, says 
that the pressure upon the correspon- 
dence department is so great—though 
it is the winter season—that he has 
had to take additional office room near 
his headquarters in Charing Cross. 

From Scotland we hear that 30.000 
of the. very best type of agricultural 
laborers are expected to go to Canada 
next year, and traveling lecturers and 
officials of the Commonwealth as well 
as of the Dominion are busy urging 
the claims of their respective areas. 
The Outlook in alluding to this mat- 
ter says: 

The latest statistics of Canadian 
immigration will be disquieting to 
anyone Who has faith in a genuine 
revival of British agriculture. Scot- 
land, especially, is being drained of 
all the best elements in its rural popu 
lation. Formerly the man who’ could 
not get on at home drifted to the 
colonies in seatch of a situation. Now 
it is the small farmer with capital 
who is seizing the wider opportunity 
for investment offered by the Dom- 
inion.” 

There is a volume of enquiry 
through the educational departments 
in London from school teachers who 
are dissatisfied with their prospectt 
here, and who want to ascertain just 
how far they would be welcomed in 
Canada, and to what extent their cer- 
tificates will be recognized. It is esti- 
mated that to produce a teacher costs 
the state $1,000 at least, and as there 
is a dearth of teachers in Canada, 
the argument is made that the Dom- 
inion would be making a good bar- 
gain even if it had to pay the fares 
of the English teachers, many of whom 
are in poor circumstances. 

The statement of a Toronto paper, 
reprinted in London papers that 
teachers are starving in England, 
while Ontario needs them, and that 
the London staff of the Ontario Gov: 
ernment might find useful occupation 
in striking the balance has occa8ioned 
comment, and resulted in many en- 
quiries. being made. The agent gen. 
eral of the province declares that 
he has no power to assist teachers 
in- this direction, and that the policy 
of the Government was clearly defin. 
ed by Dr. Pyne, Minister of Educa 
tion, when he was in London last 
August. 


The Small Boy Twice More. 

Alert and up-to-date is the modern 
small bov, as the following illustra- 
tions will show. They happened in 
Clinton Street Methodist Church, To- 
ronto, a couple of Sundays ago, in the 
course ot Sunday School anniversary 
services. 

Rev. J. D. Morrow, former charpion 
sprinter of Canada, and noted in To- 
ronto as a motor cycle speeder, was 
preaching to the children at the morn 
ing service. He was telling them about 
the usefulness of the various mem 
bers of their bodies. Finally he spoke 
of the hands. ‘“‘What can you use 
your hands for?’’ he queried. There 
were various answers, but the one 
that tickled Mr. Morrow most was 
from a boy in the back row—‘'To run 
your motor cycle.” 

In the mind of the public the pie.

ADAM CREELMAN GOT TIRED OF 
THE FARM LIFE. 


General Counsel For the C.P.R. Came 
From Near Collingwood and as a 
Lad Strolled Into a Lawyer's Of. 
fice Ready to Start His Career— 
His Rise Has Been Rapid—Has 
Been In England. 


Adam Creelman has left England’s 
shores for Canada once more. Adam 
Creelman is general counsel. for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and he is 
another shining example of the boy 
who starts out barefoot and ends by 
owning six pairs of patent leather 
shoes, each one with trees inside. 

Adam Creelman first saw the light of 
day as it was reflebted from the blue 
hills that line one side of the pic- 
turesque town of Collingwood. The 
farm he lived on originally was some 
miles from Collingwood. Many years 
ago a lawyer of the town, Mr. Charles 
Gamon, found a caller: seated in his 
office. The visitor was a small lad 


), 


who simply could not stand the farm 
life any longer, and who told Mr. 
Gamon that he wanted to be a law- 


yer. The young chap was taken into 
the firm, as a sort of office boy, and 
he stayed there some years. He 
found he had guesscd right. He took 
to law as a duck docs to water, and 
the year 1877 saw him, then a youth, 
first planted in the city of Toronto. 
There he attended Osgoode Hall. His 
gener were not very fuil of money, 
ren he was not. studying law, he 
was working on the side to earn the 
money to finish his course. 
He entered the oi Crooks-Kings- 
mill firm in Toronto as a student, and 
he stayed there until the firm became 
McCarthy, Hoskin, Plumb & Creel- 
man. Adam Creelman became what 
is known as an office man, and he 
was that with a vengeance. He had 
no taste for criminal law. The plead- 
ji 4 to juries and the handling of 
judges was not for him. He took 
upon his shoulders the running of 
the office. It was Adam Creelman 
who fixed up for each member of 
the office the orders for the day. He 
despatched McCarthy here, Hoskin 
there, and Plumb in another direc- 
tion. No one questioned his authority. 
Adam Creelman delved deep into cor- 
poration law, insurance, contracts, 
etc. He would sit in his office and 
prepare-cases. He was very earnest, 
very sincere and very skilled, and 
when he handed a case to his partner, 
it was like giving a gunner an:arm- 
ful of ammunition all ready prepared 
for use against the enemy. 
Adam Creelman made himself a 
ye of the life of Toronto. He prac- 
iced law, became a church member, 
was prominent in the Granite Club, 
were at one time he was an able 
eurler and bowler, and finally, some 
ten years since, the clever work he 
had: done on behalf of the Canada 
Northwest Land Co. and other com- 
panies connected with the C.P.R. was 
the means of his securing the aproint- 
ment as general counsel for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. So he went to 
Montreal, and he now makes that 
his headquarters, but Toronto very 
often sees him and he has hosts of 
friend there.

Conditions of Employment and Liv- 
} ing tn B. C. Province.

ings, seems most to her taste. An- 
other point dwelt unon was that in 
the towns of Canada those families 
which are in a position to employ 
female domestic servants, expect ser- 
vice as such, and not as Jady-helps. 
Frequently disappointment has been 
occasioned because the new-comer has 
been led to believe that she will be 
treated as “‘one of the family.” In 
other cases, girls have gone out who 
have been employed in those large 
establishments which are so numer- 
ous in the Old Country, and of which 
there are so few in Canada—rich 
men’s houses where a number of ser- 
vants are kept, each one having some 
defined duty to perform, which has 
made her either incompetent or un- 
willing to discharge the duties of a 
general” servant. 
A common cause of mutual dissat- 
isfaction between mistress and maid 
—in trivial matters almost amusing 
—is, however, the inadantnbility of 
the newcomer to her different sur- 
roundings. Cases were auoted of 
girls. who have always used this or 
that British polish, and could not be 
made to realize that a Canadian-made 
article—one with a name to which 
they were not accustomed—could per. 
form the work. Occasionally, also, 
there is disappointment in the matter 
of wages, though as much as $15 a 
month may be paid to even the 
“raw” girl who really shows anxiety 
to learn and willingness to work. 
The opportunities for such a girl to 
rise and, frequently, to settle in a 
good home of her own, are, it was 
snecially emphasized, much greater 
than in the older land. 

In discussing the necessary expen- 
diture as compared with earnings, as 
to which so much difference of opin- 
ion has been expressed, it was stated 
that in British Co'umbia, without 
doubt, clothing is about 50 per cent. 
more costly, and the making of 
dresses by local dressmakers is prob- 
ably twice as dear as in England. Cot- 
ton goods and underwear are, how- 
ever, not any more expensive, but 
sometimes cheaper, than “at home.” 
“The general impression,” said Canon 
“is, I think, strongly in 


| favor of the higher wages as balanced

against the higher price of commodi- 
ties; there is a larger margin for sav- 
ing or spending.” 

As regards openings for school 
teachers, typists. or stenographers, 
and shops or office workers of any 
kind, the local supply is considered 
quite adequate to the demand. An- 
other point drawn attention to was 
the entirely different conditions exist- 
ing in cities like Vancouver or Vic- 
toria from those in the country dis- 
tricts on the mainland or islands. 
Probably no province has so many 
people directly from the United King. 
dom engaged in fruit-farming, ranch. 
ing, etc., who would weleome the 
right sort of female help 
homes, and would value the addi- 
tion to the family of those who could 
join socially as well as helpfully in 
their circle, in fact, be true ‘“‘lady 
helns.”’

openings in British Columbia might 
communicate with the Secretary of 
the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation in Vancouver, in connection 
with which there is a committee 
which looks after new arrivals, and 
a hostel where a certain number can 
be boarded while arranging for a 
situation. The British Women’s Emi- 
gration Society, which has its offices 
in the Imperial Institute, London, 
will send out a personally conducted 
party of young women in March.

Didsbury had another visit from 
the fire fiend on Thursday ‘night 
last, (week), the Methodist church 
in East Didsbury beins totally de- 
molished. The alarm was rung in 
a few minutes after 8 p.m. The 
gong of the bell; was, however paid 
no attention to, on account of the 
majority of the people mistaking 
the alarm as being for church ser- 
vices, the gong not being used un- 
til quite a few minutes after, the 
brigade with the engines and other 
help did not reach the scene of the 
fire until the flames had agood hold 
of the building. When the engines 


| did reach there nothing could be 


done except to take out the furni- 
ture and organ, and everytuing vu 


.| the building was saved. 


The cause of the fire originated 
from the use of gasoline for starting 
the fire to warm the church as there 
was to have been a meeting that 
night, It is reported that the per- 
son who put the gasoline on the fire 
had been warned a few minutes he- 
fore about the same thing, but he 
evidentially thought there was no 
danger, with the usual results. 

The building was erected about 
three years ago and was a cosy and 
substantial building. Insurance on 
the building is carried by the Occi- 
dental Fire Insurance Co. and a- 
mounts to $800.

On Thursday, a week ago yester- 
day, a bitterly cold day ‘one of the 
stable men at Mawhinney’s livery 
noticed a little boy holding a team 
hitched to a load of coal. The 
child was very i \ufticiently old 
for such weather and wag crying 
from the cold. He was sent into 
the livery office to warm... There it 
was noticed that his hands were 
badly frozen, and the stable. men 
did what they could to give relief. 
It was sodn seen that not only tho 
child’s hands, but his feet, legs, 
ears and face were frozen.*, 


Inquiry revealed the fact that the 
child, Devine McLellan, eight’ yeara 
of age, had. been compelled to ba 
out driving a team Ptucticaly eyery 
day during this fiercely ¢ vid- weath- 
er, and an examination showed that 
his feet had been frozen time and 
time again, and there 'is “reason ta 
believe that the frozen” feet were 
not only not properly cared for, but 
even intentionally, maltreated. 

It seems that the child has beén 
driving the team between the coal 
mines and Acme: under compulsion 
by his mother snd a man named 
Balderson with whom the mother is 
living, eight miles east ofthis place. 
Mr. Mawhinney refused to let the 


child accompany Balderson on his 
return home, and latér“in the.even- 


ing also refused ‘td: let: Mra. McLel- 
lan the mother, take him. 

For the present the boy is being 
taken care of by Mr. and Mrs, Ma- 
whinney, and is receiving medical 
attention, But the end is not.yet, 
nor has the half been told in this 
case of monstrous cruelty.
